The  committes  op the connty
home reported that they hag visit-
ed the home and found it well kept,
in a clean condition and the Inmates
well satisCled with thelr treatment

They also found the erops in good
condition.  Thé commitiee reported
a new cook room is needed gs the
old one i3 inadegquate and Inconven-
lent.  We therefore recommend that
tie county commlssioners make aaid
wldition to the bulldings.

The committes on convicts . and
chaln gang report that they 1ound
the camp in good condition, the

mules well cared for and the conviets
humanely treated,

The committea on the public schools

of the county, mgkes u very eficour-
aging report, to which all of the
members can subseribe of their own
obserintion and knowledge: that is
that there is a general increase of
interest thronghout the county ip
the cause of education, and the teach-
ers In the public school as a gener-
al rule are doing good work, The
schools are runningg longer than for-
merly, In  ‘most’ Instances  eight
months during the"vear. The people
of the various communities have
built better and (more commodious
achool hpuses and equipped them for
more efficient teaching, and are de-
manding the best teachers that they
can procure. z
Consldering the continued
in the earlier part of this year,
have found the public roads of
county in reasonably good
tion.
The commiltee on offices and offi-
cers will not make their report at
this term, as they have not yet ex-
amined the books and accounts of
the county officers. While they do
not spprehend anything wrong on
the part of any county officer, It Is
their intention to procure some skill-
ed accountant to assist them In this
work. .

They report that the county au-
ditor needs more office room, and
recommend that the county commis-
sloners provide a larger room for
his office if it is practicable to do
80.

We are informed (hat there is
uow confined in the county jail n wo-
man who is afflicted witn pellugra and
Is Insance awaiting orders to be con-
voyed to the state hospiwal for the
insane, and that the jailor has no
ploce In the jail where he can keep
her isolated from the other | jrison-
rs. X

We recommend that the county
commissioners make provisions o
lsolate all such ecases, and suggest
thit the county pest house be used
‘until they are sent to the state hos-
pital Yor the fusane. :
